It will be interesting to see what 
influence the present season has upon the 
spread of fall wheat growing in Alberta. 
In the far southern sections of the 
province, where the farmers have stuck 
to fall wheat since the ‘nineties, cutting 
is now well under way and the crop is 
estimated to run from 30 to 50 bushels to 
the acre. The grain got away to a good 
start in the fall and early spring and was 
not affected by the drouth, and as it is 
now ripe it is safe from early frosts. 

Twenty years ago fall wheat gained 
a wide but temporary popularity in this 
district, due to its early ripening and 
immunity from drouth and frost. Seasons 
of ample rainfall followed, and the spring 
sown variety completely displaced its 
rival, A few successive summers like the 
present one would probably make fall 
sowing again more or less common, If 
the southern crops turn out as well as 
they promise this year, even one season 
of drouth may reintroduce the fall sown 
variety in this part of the province,

DO YOU EAT THE ICING 
VIRST? 


As I have occasion now and then 
to sit at table at a boarding school 
with a company of children of all 
ages, I made the familiar observation 


that some eat 
the icing of their 
cake, first, per- 


haps most take it 
as it comes and 
cut straight 
through, and a 
few take off the 
{cing and save it 
for last This 
little variation in 
habit has no tell- 
tale significance, 
but it has sug- 
gestive value 

The psychologist experimenting on 
animal behavior devised the ‘delayed 
reaction” test. Of three food-boxes 
just alike, two are locked and one un- 
locked, sometimes one and sometimes 
another; over the unlocked one there 
burns an electric light. The problem 
of the animal is to learn to go to the 
lighted box; and a rat will learn that 
in time, quite as well as a small boy 
can locate the jam on the pantry 
shelf 

Now comes the delayed reaction 
The animal is held while the light ts 
burning, then the Nght is put out and 
the observer notes whether, when re- 
leased, the animal will go to the right 
box. The cats can hold the right box 
in mind from one to three minutes; 
children (in a similar experiment) tn- 
creased the interval from twenty sec- 
onds at the age of 15 months, to fifty 
seconds at the age of 244 years and 
to twenty minutes or more at the age 
of 6 years. 

While this is mainly a memory test 
it involves the general habit of hold- 
ing things in mind for future action 
‘The state of readiness for action per- 
sists, and when released the learned 
pattern is followed. The dog's super- 
jority is shown in the familiar trick 
of placing a bit of cake on his nose 
and training him not to snap it until 
you give him the signal; but delaying; 
you save the icing for last.

others, Even to learn for politeness’ 
sake not to grab, but deliberately to 
take or to serve others before help-

This principle works well for 
other emotional responses. When an- 
gry, count ten before you speak ad- 
vises a delayed reaction as the wiser 
one. Gradually we move away from 
the simpler situations sulted to child 
psychology to the more general emo- 
tional ones of the mature character 

We plan our work as well as our 
pleasures far ahead and lead up to 


aS 


our climaxes, and in so doing 
establish a subtle fondness for a 
guarded pleasure, avoiding an antl- 


climax by eating the icing first. We 
become esthetically prudent, not 
merely practically so, The measured 
and delayed reaction gets built into 
our general emotional behavior. We 
don't want to spoil an effect for our- 
selves or others by precipitation, 
Children find it hard to keep a secret 
or A surprise; in the adult control the 
habit is established in matters of 
larger consequence and is then re- 
flected or echoed in so trivial a mat- 
fer as the “icing” test 

There is another side to every such 
choice between holding back and let- 
ting go, By too much reflection we 
lose the natural joy of letting go; we 
become overinhibited, acquire the in- 
hibition habit, In this group of school 
children the two known to me as 
markedly shy and inhibited saved the 
icing for last, and the two most im- 
pulsive children ate little more than 
the icing; both of which observations 
are just trifles to show which way 
the wind blows. However constantly 
prudence may be a virtue in practical 
measures, we must not in our enjoy- 
ments be too much like Mrs, Gilpin, 
who, “though on pleasure bent, had a 
frugal mind.” Pleasuring is letting 
go; and if, when we indulge occa- 
sionally, we can't enjoy the meal for 
thought of that slip of paper, which 
the waiter so thoughtfully places face 


down—delaying the shock as long as 
possible—we haven't quite reached the 
most favorable disposition of our 


pleasuring budget

for the inland districts by freezing 

Another result of refrigeration in 
the fish industry 1s that fish no longer 
have to be caught in the coid coun- 
tries, such as Newfoundland, where it 
is cold enough to salt them without 
spoiling, but they may also be taken 
from the south seas and immediately 
put into iced or cooled ships, The pro- 
fuse supply of fish in these southern 
waters has always been known, but 
now refrigeration opens up a whole 
new world of supply to the people who 
like their figh on Friday or any other 
day 

The great value of home refrigera- 
tion is that it keeps the molds, yeast 
and bacteria in a quiescent state where 
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they do not increase, 

Tt is said that Nero enjoyed the 
cooling tinkle of ice, even though we 
are not sure of where he got it, but it 
was probably carried in from  ice- 
houses in the mountain at great ex- 
pense 

The cost of ice or of refrigeration is 
so low today that practically anyone 
who can afford to eat can afford to 
keep his food in a clean, wholesome, 
coo! state without danger of putrefac- 
live changes,

SUN DIAL 


SUN DIAL may be simply 
or elaborately designed, but 
the one we shall discuss may 
be made by any “Handy 
Hoy’ or home workers and of ma-| 
terials that may be easily secured 
This type of sun dial naturaily 
adapts itself to the needs of the| 
summer home or camp. ad 
The post may be of concrete, of 
wood or of iron pipe, or the dial!
